TBJ£ FROGBESS OF SUKOEEY. 

The pnesibilitiea of science hava coiuo 
to be I'uoogiiiztid as so great that any froah 
development ia, with iho general public, 
rcRnrded as muroly a matter for 
a nine daya' wonder tu bo after that 
time forgotten, or only revived when the 
Qtility of tho disoovery receives a popular 
demoDBtration that again attracts tho 
pasaing aatoniahmeiit of the unthinking. 
Amontj other paths in the vast tield of 
Mcienco that of aiirgory has niado rapid 
and truly luarvelluua atridoK. Tho days 
when aur(.;ery was rudo and almoat brutal, 
when the knife und saw were resorted to 
almost befuru a questioD waa asked, and 
\9hen cupping and leeching were regarded 
84 auvereijin remedies for nearly uvory 
ill but aphyiicul injury, fu-j uovf no more, 
and Ihfc litnilini; lut an folluwod at present 
ovvai liit'e to the paat, except tho dlscovtry 
of the inunuriai Hurvoy — liio circulation 
of the blood. Skilled handa, strong 
, nerves, and oapablo brains, togntber with 
a variety of experience, and the extended 
meana tf knowledge furnished by the in- 
creasing influence and profltigo ol inadi - 
oal asaociations, are daily unfolding to 
praciitionerii and the public at large tho 
almost unliiuiied curative power that a 
bold but judicioui uae of the knife may 
poEsesB. Even a year or so ago it waa 
generally cuofidered that excision of the 
stomach waa a hopeionjly futul (Jijutatioii, 
but alih'.i'jgh altontiou with nuch gruvo 
danger an to by lit tlu bcit o[Kt of a vory 
herulo nature, canoi are now on record of 
its having boon auccussfully perfurniod. 
As if to place this feat in the shade comos 
thd record uf a yet more remarkable sur 
gical feat performed on Aiigusi 
■20th last, at the ineolini? of the 
britiah Mudical Aasociiiiion al Brighton, 
by Mr. Victor H iraliiy, F. R S , profoasor 
superintondont uf tlio Brown inatitutioii, 
and surgeoii to tha National hospital for 
tho parulyaed and epileptic, in Queen 
Biiuaro, lilouniabury, who exUibilod threii 
paiienia, truated in that huapital, whoao 
fccnvory is said to mark the coininenci'- 
munt of a new era in anrgbry. Thoy are 
men who have been suffaring from anvere 
epileptio fits, and in whom Mr. floraloy 
has opnned the skall and hasi removed dia 
eased structure or new growth from tho 
brain iteell. A aimitar nperation was re- 
ported at the close of 1884 from another 
institution, and it will be romomberod 
that a oorresponduiit who signed himself 
"F R.S ," called attention to it in our 
columns at tho time,' and claimed il as a 
direct result of expuriments performed on 
living animals. The case, as regarded 
from this point of view, occasioned con- 
siderable controverrsy; but, unfortunately, 
the publication was promalure, for the 
paiiunt died when liia racovery was 
thought to be well assured. The fatal 
result waa attributed by his medical atten- 
■ dants to a cause <ndopendeat of the nature 
of the operation, and thorofore did not 
discourage ftituro attoinpta in the aatno 
direction. Tho iioxt oppurtuiiitios for 
such Rttempta were all'ordod at tho Na- 
tional hospital, and advantage was at once 
taken of them. In tha most recent of 
the three, tbd operation was performed on 
July 13, BO that a complete month has 
since elapaod ; and the patient waa suf- 
liciently well to taku the journey to 
Brighton and to bear tho fatigue of being 
exhibited to the large audience attracted 
by Mr. Horsley's paper. The other two 
cases were operated upon, one a week or 
two and the other several weeks earlier; 
and in none of the three has there 
been any symptom to interfere with 
proinpi and coruplote recovery. So far, 
alao, the mcii are cured of their epilepsy; 
but a conbiderablo time must bo porniitted 
to elapse beloro any claim for permanence 
of result can bo established. Wliat is actu- 
ally proved at present is that it has become 
possible, by the obser\atioD of symptoms, 
not only to determine the fact of the exist- 
ence ol some morbid growth within the 
sknll, but also to determine its precise posi- 
tion with such accuracy that it can bu out 
down upon and removed. It is also proved 
that tho neceas iry operation can be per- 
formed, by tlie aid of eertnin precautious, 
with II very uiuall degree ol rink to life, and 
that coU!ijLli.-r,ible portionu of the brain may 
bo rumuvi'd without injury; the functions 
to which tLiese poi tion.-i ara Hubiiervient be- 
ing performed, uftcr n while, very possi- 
bly, by corresponding parts oi the opposite 
heuispbere. There liau in former tim ts 
been af^ooddealol what may bo calli:d bruin 
■nrger; , but, as a rale, it hts been ao udent- 
al laiber than designed. Until the occur- 
rence of the fatal case in 1881, it was not 
generally known, even in tho medical pru- 
festiion, that Dr. ilacEvveu, of Ctluogow.had 
operated auccesbtuUy in au instance of a 
somoft-hul nimiiiir kind, bcauie:) liaviug ro- 
peutedly trepliined, or opened tho skull 
■with good renuUb, .Many severe fractures 
of tha skull hiive been followed by protru- 
sion and removal of oven largo portions of 
the brain substance, and iu >>oiuo of these 
oases recovery has followed; while trephin- 
ing baa often been performed for the use of 
epilepsy wbiob has distinctly followed upon 
injury. In none of these cases, however, 
huts the removal of brain auljHtanco bi en 
dchigned ai) a rcwedial. m'/a--ure, iirni tho 
tie)ihi!jiri^^ for epilepsy liHh Lloii /i l.fit re- 
source, ii-iually mi.lurtiilien in tlie hope of 
finding boiuo (lepre'"<loi) of bonft at llie 
of injury, the »ita:)tioii of whieh, tlitrelor^, 
and not the ajmpiomit ol the cuso, bus de- 
termined the lueahty of tho opojatiou.
